monwealth of Australia, (17.1.23) 
outlined the training policy of the 
Royal Australian Air Force for 
1923. Training, which is to be 
conducted as far as, practicable 
on the standard of the Royal Air 
Force in England, is ta be divided 


inta three. principal categories} 


including Initial training, annual 
training and- specialist training. 
Included in‘: the syllabus 
for the initial course are 
the following subjects:—In- 
atraction in flying  Avros, 


and one bervice types such as the|- 


8. EsSa,D. B. 9, DH. 9a, and 
Fairey 3D, squadron drill. cere- 
monial and guard duties, air force 
regulations, manual, of the air 
force law pertaining to courte 
martial &c.: stores and account- 
ing systems, administration and 
Rtation routine, sir pilotage and 
reconnaissance, the mechaniam 
care.and handling of Vickers and 
Lewis guns, bombs, and bomb 
racks, the camera gun on service 
types of aircraft, the rules and 
customs of handling and preserv- 
ing sircraft in all conditions, 
aerodynamics, sanitation, first aid, 
meteorology, otganisation, arerial 
fighting and tactics, photography, 
bombing, bombing from a single- 
seater scout at low altitudes, 
formation “flying, 
and the use of all instruments.

age, wireless telegraphy. arma-, 
ments, gunnery and ‘staff duties. 
Where the necessary specialist 
instruction cannot. be conven- 
iently and economically arranged 
in Australia selected officers will 
be sent for spacial courses to the 
Royal Air Force schools in Eng- 
land and India. The arrangement 
is considered to be. moat advan- 
tageous in view of the limited 
establishment in Australia, as it 
will not only assist in the policy 
of standardisation with the 
R.A.F. training principles, but

OLD LONDON RELIC. 


A Soho-Square Statue. 


A good deal of history—more 
than can be told here—is 
attached to, statue, supposed to 
be that of Charles II, which 
Lady Gilbart’has offered to give 
over-some day to the Committee 
of Sobo-Square Garden. From 
an.old print of Soho square it 
appears that in 1754 there was 
at the centre of the garden a 
sculptured fountain, surmounted | 
by a pedestal of fine workman- 
ship, on which stood the statue 
of a kiog. The garden indeed 
remains; but fountain, pedes- 
tal, and atatne have. long 
since passed away, to London's 
heavy loss Every attempt to 
trace the fountain has failed. Its 
design is attributed to Caius 
Gabriel Cibber (1630-1700), and 
there is evidence that it 
was a work of -exceptional 
beauty and distinction. When 
days. felt upon this 


came a ruin in a wilderness. 


«In the summer of 1876, however, 


local benevolence. converted the 
wilderness once’-more into a 
garden, and the atatue into an un- 
conventional gift. This relic was 


. in fact transferred to the grouuds 


of Mr. Frederick Goodall, R.A., at 
Graemes Dyke(now Grio’ aDyke), 
‘Harrow Weald, together with 
what bes been ‘described ‘as “an 
artistically carved pedestal—tha 
original one that was Boho-. 
square.” At. that time, those 
grounds were being Inid out by 
Mr. Philip Norman, who selected 


| a place for the statue at the pide

Italian Way of War 
. Commemoration, 

King Victor's son and heir, the 
Prince of Piedmont, spent half 
a day. in Florence, to open 
Avenues of Remembrance which 
have been planted at various 
points on the outekirts of the 
town, writes an Ubsercer corres- 
pondent. Each tree bears the 
name of an Italian soldier who fell 
duting the war, and ten tall 
cypressea on the historic Piazzs 
Santa Croce surrourd the statue 
of Dante, and. commemorste the 
ten Tusvans whose heroic deaths 
earned them the gold medal for 
valour. Here the chief cere- 
mony took place, asd the Prince 
was received by the Arch- 
hishop of Florence and the clergy 
of Santa Croce. A brief service 
was held just inside the church, 
of which the, great’ cantre doors 
were thrown wide open. . 

Wherever avenues had ‘been 
planted, Mass was’ said in the 
open sir, and it was noticeable 
that even in districts once the 
fiercest haunts of Communism, 
there was revere: ¢ attention, and 
crowds of men stood bareheaded 
near the altar. o 

Tke care of the Kemembrance 
Avenues, which are being planted 
all over Italy, bas been handed 
over'to the schoal-children of the 
different localities, so that thay 
may never forget those. whose 
sacrifice has saved their homes 
and kept their country free. In 
Florence last Monday children 
wera the predominating feature 
of the scene. “

Adam 
made the single slip of saying 
“The woman tempted me," 
and Eve-ever since has. been 
saying “The man compelled 
me,” and’ getting all the 
sympathy into the bargain. But 
man is at last showing signs of 
restiveness. In England he is 
beginsing to remember that 
Britons never, never, never shall 
be slaves, and the House of 


| Lords has come to a decision that 


it is not right'to hang the hus. 
band for the wife's murders. 

It is strange to reflect that ina 
British court of Isw Lady 
Macbeth would get off without a 
scratch. According .to Sir A, 
Quiller Couch, Macbeth is tha 
far greater and more tragic 
figure of the two, but it would 
only go against bim the more to 
plead in court that the witches 
put illiberal ideas into his haad 
and that his wife was really the 
prime mover in the murders 
which it was unfortunately 
to commit 
Imagine poor Mscbeth before 
a British jury. and Mr. Justice 
His Lordship: “She 
suggested doping the sentries? 
Why, did you not take her 
back to America, where they are 
all teetotal?” (Loud laughter in 
court). Lady Macbeth would 
simply stand in. court and wash 
her bands of the whole business. 
The good old plea thet she was 
a wife and therefore non compos 
mentio would work in the miracla 
that all the spices of Araby has 
failed to perform... 


Bat Lady Macbeth, though a 
very progressive woman, evident- 
ly harboured the old idea of pat- 
ting the blame on the husband. 
Macbeth, it is true, had dark 
desires, but philosophically re- 
marked that if he were to,be king, 
be would be king anyway, witb- 
out troubling himself as to the 
means. But Lady Macbeth, as 
soon as she hears of the prophecy 
of the three weird - sis. 
ters and of the coming of. 
the Kjng, has the whole mur- 
der improvised in her mind. Yet, 
when Macbeth, who always pre- 
served the instincts of a gon- 
tleman, ssys that such things are 
not done, sbe turns round on him 
with, . . 

What beast was’t, then, 

That made“you break this 

‘enterprise to me? 

When you durst doit, then you 

werea man; 

And, to be mora than what 

you were, you would : 

Be so much more the man. 

The female of the species was 
more deadly than the male, 
yet the infatuated Macbeth, ex- 
horted to be a man, replies, 


Bring forth men-children caly ; |. 


For thy undaunted ‘mettle 
should compose 
Nothing but males, Lo 
And then, after Macbeth under 
her strong compulsion, hes done 
the really big murder, sbe cries, 
Tofirm of purpose ! 
Give me the dagger. 
The sleeping andthe dead 
Ara but as pictures.

OF course, it. is Machoth wh 
owns up to the morders that hi® 
wife committed. Lord Cave. 
arguing in favour of a reform of 
the law so that a woman conspin 
ing with her-busband to commit 
a orime may be held responsible 
for her actions, says it is certain- 
ly not true now, if it ever was, 
that every woman goes in fear 
of her ‘life from her husband. 
Lord Buckmaster opposed the 
change on the ground that though | 
women have the vote, human 
nature is unchanged. Of course, 
what Shakespeare saya is not 
evidence,*but he is commonly 
Teputed to have known quite a 
Jot about human nature, and it 
would be. diffeulk to fod 
among his - characters any 
who would act the part beloved 
of the British legal tradition 
—the -wife who, in horror 
and fear, and in love and loyalty, 
obeys the murderous or other 
criminal behests of her husband, 
USE OF TRE BIG STICK.. 
There is a suggestion in the 
Taming of the Shrew that the big 
Stick makes women both obediont 
anc loyal, but Katharine is hard- 
ly the sort of person to be driven 
to crime against her will, Her 
sermon on wifely obedience 
bristles with conditions. 


But when we read Shakespeare 
we say, “There were giants in 
those days.” It wonld not do to 
legislate as though mankind were 
a Shakespearean portrait gallery. 
Laws sre for the mutable 
many for whom he had such 
an aristocratic contempt, not for 
the supermen. Though Lord Cave 
says’ that every woman does 
not.go in fear of her husband, 
that is not tosay that there are 
none who do.. The husband, who 
bas not an igea except at the per- 
mission of his wife is a very com- 
moo phenomenon, but notsa com- 
mon,as to fail to attract notica. 
The wife who is an automaton 
moving at the willofher husband 
is 80 common as to ex- 
cite no remark, except occasion- 
ally one of commendation. Tbe 
Oriental ideal is that of a woman 
to whom her dusband is as a god 
—“he for God only, she for God 
in him,” and some carry this so 
far that it is not merely a case of 
going in fear and participating ia 
crime. Just as a motapbysician 
knows that the actions of 
omnipotence are .ai ‘standard 
that is above criticism, so 
too there are women who accept 
their husbands will as ‘the 
absolute standard, 

" And for that matter there are _ 
men as mentally subservient to , 
their wives. ae 

The law saves the judge the 
responsibility of deciding. by 
tuling that all women are sub- 
servient “as unto God.” Indeed, 
the law does not Jook with 
favour on judges using theie 
critical faculty for any other 
purpose except the examination 
of the evidence. The judge hay 
not-power, when a man is found 
guilty of murder, of saying that 
he was not responsible, ‘and 
giving him a light sebtence. 
He mus} sentence him to death. 


‘Recommendations to mercy are 


effectual, but they are not withia 
the prerogative of the Court. So 
it is improbable that any discre- 
tion would be left with the judge | 
as to whether a woman in any 
case was responsible for the crime 
she committed in company with 
her busband. That would be for 


, the jury to consider, with the. . 


necessary recommendation if they 
thought the. accused was a sub- 
missive wife,—Japan Chronicle.
